Indeed, 
romance has clustered around the minia- 
ture since the time of the Crusades when 
Milady substituted the picture of her 
> warrior lover for that of the patron saint, 
and carried it next to her heart. 


Among the great miniaturists of the 
past some of the names that stand out 
most prominently are Clouet, Holbein, 
Cosway, Isabey, and Malbone, tbe last an 
American wbo died in 1811 . In tbe 
nineteenth century tbe art declined, but 
lately there has been a revival of tbe 
vogue for the portrait “done in little “ 
and tbe fashion is on tbe increase. To> 
day there is quite a group of artists who 
are creating these Jittle records that will 
be treasured and gently bandied by 
future generations, and among them a 
prominent place is held by Miss Eulabee 
Dix. She studied at tbe St. Louis School 
of Fine Arts and with William J. 
W^bittemore and I. A. Josepbi in New 
York. Miss Dix has recently returned 
to this city after spending two years in 
Europe and while there divided her time 
between study in Paris and painting 
miniatures such as those of tbe Countess 
of Warwick and of Lady Paget. 
Character, dignity and delicacy arc here 
combined and each miniature is “ a thing 
to charm, an ornament as well as a work 
of art.“ F. N. L.
